My Dear Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith my- fourth 
annual report of this department of the State Government, in purauance 
of section 3, Article 15, of the Constitution of Ohio, and the following 
provisions of law : 

'*8ec. 62. The Auditor of State • * • shall, anDaallj, as early as the fifteenth 
day of December, make and deliver to the Goveraor, a report of the receipts and dis- 
bnrsementB of the State Treasury, for the year ending on the fifteenth day of the pre- 
Tioua November; also of the balances of the several funds then in the Treasury, the 
amount of warrants drawn on each fund,- and which remained outstanding, the unez- 
pent'ed balances of all appropriations, a careful estimate cf all ordinary receipts and 
disbursements for the year ending November 15, next following, and a detailed statement 
of the public funded and unfunded indebtedness of each county, township, city, village, 
and school district, with the rate of intert^st payable thereon, the date of maturity, and 
purpose for which the same was created, and all such other matters as are required by 
law, or he may deem valuable as financial information, together with such remarks and 
suggestions relative to State finances a8 he deems proper for the consideration of the 
General Assembly." 

It will be observed that this report is nearly six weeks later than the 
usual date of the reports ot this department. The copy for the report has 
been held since December lO.awaiting the report of the abstrart of the dupli- 
coles of several courUies for 1891, without which the grand duplicate could not 
be made up, or the estimate of receipts from taxes made lor 1892. This 
whole delay is the direct result of the increased amount of labor required 
in the ofiBoe of county auditors in connection with the decr-nnial reap- 
praisement of 1890. 

The report, as usual, contains all the statt-ments and exhibits ne ces- 
Bary to the clear comprehension of the financial transactions the past year, 
the present and prospective condition of the various funds, and the man- 
ner in detail of receiving and disbursing the same; also many statistical 
tables relating to valuaiionH, etc. 

The arrangement and character of the statements and tables herein 

are substantially the same as in former reports of this department.

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There were re-valaations of real property of the State for the years 1826, 1835, 1811, 
1847, 1854, 1861, 1871, 1881 and 1891. 

Note— Prior to 1826, real estate only was brought upon the duplicate for taxation 
for State purposes. Funds for countj purposes were derived from a poll-tax, and a tax 
upon horses, mules and cattle, to which was added, bj legislative appropriation, a per- 
centage from one-fifth to one-half, varying with the several years, from the taxes levied, 
upon real estate. 
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Under the act of Febraary 8, 1825, which took effect March 1, 1626, all taxable 
properij was placed upon the grand duplicate, viz. : lands and town lots, inclading 
buildings, horses, cattle, pleasure carriages, oyer the value of one hundred dollars, and 
merchants' and brokers' capital, to which was added, " money loaned at interest," and 
"all grist, oil and saw-mills; all manufactories of iron, glass, paper, clocks and nails; 
all distilleries, breweries and tanneries; all iron, brass and copper foundries," under act 
of March 14, 1831. 

Under the act of March 2, 1846, a new system of taxation was inaugurated, which 
with yarious slight modifications, is now in force. 

The total includes the per capita tax on dogs, which amounted in 1891, to $222,131

The rate is inclu^ive of two and nine-twentieths (2^^o) n^iH^^ levied 
for State purposes, and thus shows the entire tax for all purposes in fach 
locality, except in rare instances where taxes for purely special purposes — 
fiuch as taxes for road improvements, where abutting property only is 
taxed and collected on a separate duplicite, or where assepsments are 
made against city lots at a rate per foot front — are placed upon the 
duplicate for collection for the benefit of contractors.
